The forgers 
can afford to make tho spurious pieces 
entirely of silver and still realize a hand- 
some profit, while the coins are so well 
made that tletoclion is impossible Ac- 
cording to tho same authority, the Eng- 
lish police hnvi reason to suspect that 
similar fraud is being practiced here in 
the manufacture of 5 shilling pieces and 
half crowns.—IvTew York Sun's London 
Letter.

Unusual Punishment Inflicted by 


Hampshire Schoolteacher. 


The cruel and unusual method of pun- 


ishment frequently adopted by the young 
woman who teaches one of the grammar 
schools in the adjoining town of North 
Hampton has been creating no little ill 
feeling.

feated for re-election. The teacher, how- 
ever, has been ro-engagod, against the 
wishes of a strong majority of the voters 
of the district, and this has caused a 
continuation of tho ill feeling.—Exeter

Accorduig to the statemeet of the 


Secretary of the Treasury, the business 
depression is felt by the Government 
aa well as by individuals. Daring the 
month of April the Treasury receipts 
aggregated $22,692,364, and the dis- 
bursements $32,072,838, an excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts of nearly $10,- 
000,000. In the ten months of the cnr-, 
rent fiscal year the receipts have been 
$245,809,749, and the disbursements 
$311,857,196, a deficit of $65,547,447. 


What legislation has been enacted 


in the last year that causes such a re- 
daction in Treasury receipts ? It cer- 
tainly has not been the repeal of the 
Federal Elections act, nor can it be 
wholly attributed to the repeal of the 
Sherman act, though that is partially 
responsible for it, as it contracted the 
currency to the extent of three or 
four millions a month.

Would it not be well for Congress to 


appoint a committee to investigate the 
causes of the present depression, which 
is affecting the Government as well as 
individuals, and report at the next ses- 
sion of Congress ? Such a committee, 
if composed of candid men, not tricky 
politicians, might give the public much 
valuable information. To-day many 
attribute the unprecedented depres- 
sion to the fear of tariff reduction, but 
as the dull times are general and pre- 
vail in high and low tariff countries, 
that .cannot be accepted as the real 
cause. Others say the adoption of the 
gold standard by all the principal 
nations of Europe as well as the United 
States, and the consequent contraction 
of the currency, is at the bottom of the 
trouble. The latter have unquestion- 
ably the best of the argument as the 
depression extends to all civilized 
nations which have demonetized silver. 
A Congressional Committee composed 
of high and low *arriff andgoldbug and 
frse coinage members, who care more 
for "-.he welfare of the country than for 
tee success of the Republican or Demo- 
cratic parties, and intent only on giving 
facts, would, by investigation, be en- 
abled to throw much light on the sub- 
ject.

Business Transacted In the Senate. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—Although it 


was evident that a quorum was not 
present when the Senate met, no Re- 
publican raised the point, and the 
House bill authorizing the wearing of 
a distinctive army and navy badge on 
public occassions was passed on mo- 
tion of Mitchell of Wisconsin.

TIIK RAILROAD STRIKE ENDKD. 


iao Great Northern strike is ended 


and nearly all the demands made by 
the men were granted. The tie-up was 
the most complete ever known. For 
two weeks or more no freight was 
moved, and only a few trains, which 
carried the mails, were run on the road. 
Several conferences were held between 
committees appointed by the strikers 
and the President of the road, but no 
agreement was reached. President Hill 
was pronounced in favor of arbitration, 
and it was finally decided to submit 
the oomts involved to an Arbitration 
Committee. This committee was com- 
posed of business men who acted as 
judges in the matter. Both railroad 
officials and employes were given a 
hearing, and a settlement was finally 
effected by restoring seventy-five per 
cent, of last Summer's reductions, and 
4,600 miles of track has been reopened 
and 5,000 employes resumed work. 


In this case as in nearly all others, 


the differences between employes and 
employers were adjusted by arbitra- 
tion. Had this plan been adopted in 
the beginning the 5,000 men would not 
have lost thousands of dollars in 
wages, and the business of the road 
would not have been sur,1 -nded for 
over two weeks. 
Strikes seldom re- 


sult beneficially to either party and 
they should not be resorted to nntii all 
efforts to adjust differences by arbitra- 
tion fail.

A New Finance Bill Introduced. 


WASHINGTON, May S.-Congressman 


Brookshire of Indiana introduced in 
the House yesterday a bill providing 
for some comprehensive changes in our 
present financial system. 


The bill provides that no greenbacks 


shall be issued in a smaller denomina- 
tion than $10; that not over one-fourth 
in value of the amount of circulation 
issued to National banks shall be of a 
less denomination than $10; that coin 
certificates shall be issued instead of 
silver certificates, gold certificates and 
the Treasury notes issued under the 
act of July, 1890. The bill further pro- 
vides for the issue of coin certificates 
on all the gold and silver coin and gold 
bullion in the Treasury in excess of 
$100,000,000 in gold which is held a re- 
serve for the redemption of greenbacks. 


The bill also provides for the issu- 


ance of coin certificates on all the sil- 
ver seigniorage bullion, not exceeding 
$1 for 471% grains of pure silver, and 
that it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to pay out these 
coin certificates in discharge of all the 
obligations incurred by the United 
States except such as made ex- 
pressly payable in coin.

HINDOO CREMATION. 


THEY BURN THE BODIES OF THEIR 


DEAD IN THE OPEN AIR. 


VlCfe IN HIGH PLACES. 


A Strange and Sanitary Mode Which BM 


Been Practiced by Them for Thousands 
of V ear* —The Blessed State From the 
Hindoo Standpoint. 
Although we are beginning to believe 


more and more every year in cremation 
»nd think ourselves accordingly ad- 
ranced, the Hindoos have practiced it 
for thousands of years. The funeral pile 
of a rajah sometimes costs lacs of rupees. 
A Hindoo body is sometimes burned 
when 8 rupees cover the entire expenses. 
The rich Hindoo may be somewhat ex- 
clusive. The Hindoo masses do every- 
thing simply and openly. They bathe 
out of doors, they pray out of doors, they 
cook out of doors, they die out of doors 
and their bodies are burned out of doors, 
There ai j three burning ghats in Cal- 
cutta. 


A writer to the Pall Mall Budget tella 


very entertainingly of a visit she made 
to one of the cheapest and most primi- 
tive of these three. 
Just as she entered into the inclosure 


•where a burning ghat was in full ope- 
ration there was a crack—a sharp retort 
like a pistol. The heat had just broken 
through a dead man's sknlL It was the 
last human part to protest against the 
extinguishment of death. 


The funeral pile of a poor Hindoo 


looks like an ordinary kitchen yard 
wood pile. But if you go up close to it 
you discover something very like a hu- 
man form, a glowing, charred mass, dis- 
tinguished from every other shape, ani- 
mate or inanimate, for the Hindoos lit- 
erally purify their dead by fire. The 
body is burned until absolutely nothing 
remains but a handful of ashes, ashes 
ulu r./ free from any unclean or poison- 
jiib matter 
As the writer was closely 


observing the glowing pile a new body 
was brought in and the rite begun. 


Two coolies carried the body upon a 


rude litter, woven from coarse grasses 
and held together by outlines of bamboo. 
Two of the dead man's brothers follow- 
ed, chatting pleasantly. 
Four stout 


sticks of wood were driven upright into 
the ground, at the corners of an imagi- 
nary parallelogram about six feet by 
two. Between these four posts were 
loosely laid sticks of dry, cheap wood. 
When the pile was a little more than 
three feet high, the body was laid upon 
it. A dirty piece of crash, of the quality 
the coolies wear about their loins, partly 
wrapped the dead. One of the brothers 
stepped up and poured about four ounce? 
of oil over the body. This insured a 
quicker cremation, but was something 
of a luxury and not a universal practice. 
The oil must have cost about three pice. 
The other brother paid the coolies, who 
shouldered the light, empty litter and 
marched gayly out. 


More wood was piled upon, the dead. 


A thin stick was lighted at the other 
funeral pile, which was now flaming 
finely, the second pile was lighted, and 
the cremation of the newcomer was be- 
gun. The two brothers appeared very 
interested in the igniting and decidedly 
pleased when it was accomplished. They 
squatted down upon the ground, just so 
far from the pile that they might feel 
that their scant, filthy garments were 
fairly safe from the sparks, but near 
enough to watch all the changing phases 
of the cremation and to see easily when 
it was consummated. 


They untied a dirty rag from about a 


small bundle one of them had brought 
with them. They took out a small earth- 
en bowl. It was clean and shining, and 
so was the brass chattee each lifted from 
his filthily turbrvned head. The chattees 
held water. Tho bowl held curry and 
rice. They fell to eating with gusto. 
And, 
pray, why not? They were eating 


to live. Their brother was burning to 
live—to live in Hindoo paradise. From 
the Hindoo point of view this state was 
far more blessed. 


The cremation which was in full blast 


when the writer arrived was finally 
completed. Two distinct kinds of ashes 
were left. The human ashes were care- 
fully gathered into an old chattee. The 
authorities do not allow those ashes to 
be thrown into the river, and they are 
never thrown there in the presence of 
Europeans. The a.shp<- r f the wood were 
swept swiftly aw -v 
The bits of wood 


not quite burner! \\ <-•!& frugally collected 
to be utilised in tho next pile. 


The conxapondent also tells of a visit 


to a burning ghat after sundown. 
"Night," she goes on, "is the time of 
Hindoo leisure, as indeed it is of most 
primitive peoples. The inclosure was 
crowded with burning piles. 
' 'We sailed down the Ganges. The 


outlines of the attendants of the dead 
and of the funeral pile were sharply 
silhouetted against the black background 
of the dark night by the flames of the 
grewsome death fires. And from that 
part of the s>hore sacred to Hindoo wor- 
ship came the shrieking and the songs 
of many thousand half mad devotees. 


' 'In a primitive part of interior India 


I once saw a maharajah's funeral pile. 
It had cost a positive fortune. It was 
built of expensive spicy woods and sat- 
urated with costly oils. It was richly 
gilded, and the dead was wrapped in 
embroidered silken sheets. For miles 
the air was sweet and pungent and thick 
with the perfumed smoke. I remember 
having thought when a child that the 
literally sweetest experience I ever had 
was the attending of a high mass at St. 
Peter's in Rome. But now I must own 
that the sweetest smell I ever smelled 
waa the burning of a maharajah's fu- 
neral pile." 


Stopped His I-angh. 


A man began to laugh immoderately 


over some amusing narrative and final- 
ly, to bi» dismay, was conscious that he 
could not stop. The doctor had given 
him up, and the family were gathering 
around in expectation of the end when 
a telegram arrived saying that his wife's 
mother waa coming to make a short 
visit. He was saved and has laughed DO 
more.—London Tit-Bits.
